dressed in their Sunday best, fondly 
hoping the Prince would speak 
few words from the rear platform 
of his car, the Mount Stephen 
But evidently the railway authori 
ties were not arranging any more 
stops than was absolutely necessary, 
for dire threats had passed along 
the line that something awful 
would happen to anyone who 
might cause any delays between 
Crow’s Nest and Lethbridge. 

But the people difi not know this, 
and they waited around till 6.40 p, 
when the royal train hove in 
sight drawn by one of the large 
type passenger engines with a 10,000 J 
gallon tender, and the two baggage 
cars and six coaches comprising 
the train passed through without so 
much as slackening speed Some 
caught a flash of a man in a clean 
suit of overalls riding in the cab of 
the engine, and averred that it was' 
the Prince himself, while others 
said they saw him with his brother 
George eating in the dining car. 
The only sign of life on the train 
that most people saw was a discon 
tented looking gentleman sitting on 
one of the coach platforms, as if he 
was awfully bored, and who looked 
; in mild surprise at the crowd 
the platform, aB if he had just 1 
awakened from a good snooze, 
And that’s all there was to ill 
Of course, nobody could blame 
the prince if he didn’t know he was| 
passing through Coleman. He had 
not been invited to say a few words 
passing, and even if he did know 
that Coleman people would like to’ 
have seen him he would doubtless 
have preferred an invitation instead 
of just taking a chance of receiving 
a welcome. The princes were trav¬ 
elling in the cars “Strathcona”and 
“Mount Stephen,’’ named after the 
late Lord Strathcona and Lord 
Mount Stephen, to whom is due 
large share of the credit for the 
building of the Canadian Pacific] 
Railway.

Petroglyph On Cariboo Highway More 
Than 250 Feet Long 

The largest petroglyph or Indian 
rock carving known in Canada has 
Just been reported to the archaeolog¬ 
ical office of the National Museum of 
Canada at Ottawa. 

This petroglyph is said to be more 
] than 250 feet long and to be carved 
j on a vertical face of reddish rock ol 
the plateau, straight up the side of 
I the Fraser River Vqllty, about half a 
I mile south of the eastern end of the 
j Alexander Bridge on the Cariboo 
Highway. A trout-fishing trail runs 
; up In its 'direction, from which it pro- 
I bably can be seen. The place is 
cnly about 12 miles from Yale on the 
[railway line and, being both the larg-
